Then informed he was chief of intelligence for 
Northern Greece; w nt with his group to SALONICA. German invasion began 
about 1 Apr 41; Ton BOLSCHVfDTG released Aram Mb command 10 May 1941. 

Established close connection with SS General JOST, head of Aat 71 (foreign 
intell.). Appointed to an intelligence operation in Holland and went there 
Aug 1941. Recalled Germany 10 Dec 1941. In hospital Jan to July . 42, claime 
arrested by Gestapo 8 Sep 42, held untilrStajcdfeR Apr 43. Became manager in 
VEENHA of the Austrian branch of a pharmaceutical firm and remained until 
Feb 45, when claims fled threatened arrest, taking wife (married Ruth

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PERSONALITIES KNOWN TO BE ASSOCIATED WITH BOLSCHWING 

1. CONSTANTINE PAPANACE (also spalled) PAP INACE . fi/anr tut A OM 

In Jan 1941 Von BOLSCHWING supported establishment of Kora SIMA and 
twelve other Iron Guard leaders:: in SS recreation camp at FOERTENWALD. 
PAP AKA CE among these. He later accused SIMA of being too moderate and in- 
decisive in his leadership of Iron Guard elements in Germany. PAPANACE, 
with fnu GABKEAIA, another Iron Guardist, formed anti-SIKA group known as 
the MexicaniS ; total strength about 70. BOLSCHWING probably acquainted with 
PAPANACE as early as 1941. 



2. Bnu (probably Malla) LETTER , member of Mexlcanli group in Germany.
